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February  20,  1895.  Forms  nsed  in  the  assessment  of  prop- 
erty in  1804,  were  adopted  for  1895,  with  the  following:  excep- 
tion, classification  of  lands  was  changed  to  read  "Grain  land, 
1st  and  2nd  class;  Play  land,  1st  and  2nd  class;  Grazing  land, 
fenced  and  nufenced;  Tindier  land,  suitable  for  saw  logs,  all 
other." 

March  25.  The  following  rule  was  adopted  and  made  part 
of  the  Eules  and  Regulations  of  the  Board : 

"Rule  15A.  The  situs  of  personal  property  owned  by  a  non- 
resident, but  employed  in  business  in  this  State,  and  under  the 
control  and  management  of  an  agent,  is  at  the  residence  of 
such  agent  for  the  purpose  of  taxation." 

Money,  bonds,  notes  and  mortgages  under  the  control  and 
management  of  a  resident  agent  authorized  to  use  the  same  in 
the  loan  and  investment  business  is  taxable  where  the  agent 
resides,  and  where  such  property  is  employed;  and  it  is  the  duty 
of  such  agent  to  list  such  property  either  in  his  name  as  agent 
or  the  name  of  his  principal,  and  upon  his  refusal  so  to  do,  it  is 
the  dnty  of  the  Assessor  to  list  the  same." 

June  27.  The  valuation  of  a  mortgage  assessed  to  H.  B. 
Palmer,  covering  lands  situate  in  the  counties  of  Lewis  and 
Clarke  and  Jefferson,  was  apportioned  to  said  counties  as  re- 
quired by  section  3787  Political  Code. 

The  valuation  of  a  mortgage  assessed  to  C.  Bowman,  cover- 
ing lands  situate  in  the  counties  of  Lewis  and  Clarke  and  Mis- 
soula, was  apportioned  to  said  counties. 

The  valuation  of  a  mortgage  assessed  to  John  Anderson,  cov- 
ering lands  situate  in  the  counties  of  Jefferson  and  Lewis  and 
Clarke,  was  apportioned  to  said  counties. 
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The  valuation  of  a  mortgag;e  assessed  to  the  First  National 
Bank  of  Bntte,  coyerino;  lands  situate  in  the  counties  of  Mis- 
soula, Deer  Lodge  and  Silver  Bow,  was  apportioned  to  said 
counties. 

The  valuation  of  a  mortgage  assessed  to  the  First  National 
Bank  of  Great  Falls,  covering  lands  situate  in  the  counties  of 
Fergus  and  Meagher,  was  apportioned  to  said  counties. 

The  valuation  of  a  mortgage  assessed  to  the  First  National 
Bank  of  Great  Falls,  covering  lands  situate  in  the  counties  of 
Sweet  Grass  and  Meagher,  was  apportioned  to  said  counties. 

July  6.  The  following  resolution  in  regard  to  the  appor- 
tionment of  the  Big  Horn  Southern  Eailroad  to  the  counties  of 
Custer  and  Yellowstone,  was  adopted. 

"Whereas,  this  Board  is  in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  the  county 
Attorney  of  Custer  County,  stating  that  the  mileage  of  the  Big 
Horn  Southern  Eailroad,  running  through  that  portion  of  the 
Crow  Reserve  from  Avliere  said  road  crosses  the  Big  Horn  River 
to  Huntley,  the  terminal  of  said  road,  a  distance  of  47.09  miles 
belongs  to  Custer  County;  and 

Whereas,  the  County  Officials  of  Yellowstone  County  claim 
that  the  said  Big  Horn  Southern  Railroad  extending  through 
said  portion  of  the  Crow  Reserve  belongs  to  Yellowstone  Co. 
by  reason  of  its  right  of  way  having  been  bought  and  paid  for 
by  said  Railroad  Company,  and  therefore,  by  virtue  of  the  Act 
of  1885,  as  found  on  page  840,  amendment  to  section  742  Re- 
vised Statutes  of  Montana,  becoming  a  portion  of  Yellowstone 
County;  and 

Whereas,  this  Board  has  no  dependable  data  by  which  to  as- 
certain and  fix  said  debated  mileage;  and 

Whereas,  the  officials  of  the  Big  Horn  Southern  Railroad 
Company  have  made  return  of  the  said  47.09  miles  of  said  road 
as  being  in  Yellowstone  County; 

Therefore  be  it  ordered,  for  the  present  time,  that  the  return 
made  by  the  officials  of  the  said  Big  Horn  Southern  Railroad 
Co. — giving  47.09  miles  of  said  road  to  Yellowstone  County 
and  54.65  miles  to  Custer  County,  be  accepted  as  correct. 

Further  ordered,  that  when  this  Board  meets  in  July  for  the 
purpose  of  assessing  said  Big  Horn  Southern  Railroad,  a  copy 
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of  tliis  resolution  be  spread  on  the  record  of  proceedings  of  said 
Board." 

July  10.  On  account  of  i>reat  reductions  in  the  assessed  val- 
uation of  the  counties  of  Deer  Lodge,  Gallatin  and  Custer,  it 
was  decerned  necessary  that  some  member  of  the  Board  visit 
said  counties  and  ascertain  the  cause  of  said  decrease  in  valu- 
ation. It  was  resolved  that  A.  B.  Cook,  State  Auditor  and  ex- 
officio  member  of  the  Board  visit  said  counties  and  make  an 
examination  of  the  assessment  books  thereof.  This  examina- 
tion  resulted  in  the  assessment  of  property  heretofore  over- 
looked, iu  correction  of  errors  in  addition  of  assessment  book 
and  was  of  benefit  both  to  counties  and  State. 

July  22.  The  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Board  were 
amended  by  inserting  the  following  Knle  21  after  the  seventh 
paragraph  thereof: 

"The  Tax  Agent  of  the  Big  Horn  Southern  Railroad  is  here- 
by designated  as  the  proper  officer  of  said  company  to  make  out 
and  furnish  to  this  Board  for  and  on  behalf  of  said  Railroad 
Couipany  in  the  State  of  Montana,  the  statement  required  by 
section  3737  I»olitical  Code." 

July  23.  The  main  line  of  the  Northern  Pacific  Railroad 
was  assessed  at  $2,835  per  mile,  the  assessment  being  made  to 
tlie  Receivers  of  said  company. 

The  Rocky  Fork  and  Cooke  City  Railroad;  the  Helena  and 
Jefferson  County  Railroad;  the  Cokedale  Spur  of  the  Northern 
Pacific  Railroad;  and  the  Logan  &  Butte  Branch;  the  Sapping- 
ton  and  Norris  Branch,  the  Harrison  and  Pony  Branch;  the 
Helena  Boulder  Valley  &  Butte  Branch ;  the  Boulder  and  Elk- 
horn  Branch;  the  Helena  and  Northern  Branch;  the  Drum- 
mond  &  Philipsburg  Branch;  the  Missoula  &  Bitter  Root  Val- 
ley Branch  and  the  DeSmet  Branch  of  the  Northern  Pacific  & 
Montana  Railroad  were  assessed  at  |1000  per  mile  and  the  Hel- 
ena &  J\ed  Mountain  Railroad  Avas  assessed  at  |3,000  per  mile. 

The  Great  Northern  Railway  and  the  Pacific  Extension  of 
ihe  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  &  Manitoba  Railway  was  assessed  at 
|4,000  per  mile. 

The  Montana  Central  Railway  was  assessed  at  |5,250  per 
mile.

The  Sand  Coulee — Neihart  and  Barker  Branches  of  the  Mon- 
tana Central  Bail  way  were  assessed  at  |4,000  per  mile.  The 
Bed  Monntain  and  the  Fair  Ground  Branches  of  the  Montana 
Central  Bailway  were  assessed  at  |5,000  per  mile  and  the 
Marysviile  Branch  of  the  Montana  Central  Bailway  (not  oper- 
ated) was  assessed  on  the  roadway  only — 1100  per  mile. 

The  Montana  Union  Bailway  and  Branch  lines  were  assessed 
at|4,000per  mile. 

The  Bntte,  Anaconda  &  Pacific  Bailway  was  assessed  at 
|4,000  per  mile. 

The  Big  [Torn  Sonthern  Bailway  was  assessed  at  |4,000  per 

mile. 

The  Great  Falls  &  Canada  Bailway  was  assessed  at  |3,000 

per  mile. 

July  26.  The  assessed  val nation  of  Sheep  in  the  counties  of 
Lewis  and  Clarke  and  Cascade  was  raised  50  per  cent. 

The  Oregon  Short  Line  and  Utah  Northern  was  assessed  at 
|5,000  per  mile;  said  assessment  being  made  to  the  Beceivers 
of  said  Bailway  Company. 

July  31.  The  assessed  valuation  of  Cattle  in  the  County  of 
Missoula  was  increased  13  per  cent 

August  ().  After  a  careful  examination  of  an  itemized  state- 
ment of  the  loss  of  the  Great  Falls  &  Canada  Bailway  Company, 
filed  with  the  Board  by  Geo.  W.  Taylor,  Attorney  for  said  Com- 
pany, together  with  petition  for  reduction  of  said  assessment 
of  |3,00()  made  on  said  railway,  the  Board  equalized  said  assess 
ment  by  reducing  same  to  $2,500  per  mile. 

August  9.  Hon.  B.  D.  Pollard,  Tax  Agent  for  the  Big  Horn 
Southern  Bailway  Company  appeared  before  the  Board  and  re- 
quested that  the  Board  equalize  the  assessment  of  said  Bail- 
road  by  reducing  same.  Petition  for  said  reduction  was  file<l 
v'itli  the  I>oard.  Said  petition  together  with  statement  of 
earnings  and  expenses  of  said  road  were  carefully  considered 
by  the  Board  and  it  was  decided  that  said  road  was  as  valuable 
as  the  other  roails  within  the  State  which  were  assessed  at  the 
same  rate  per  miie  and  no  reduction  was  granted. 

August  12.  The  assessed  valuation  of  all  cattle  was  raised 
as  follows:  Choteau  0  i>er  cent;  Bavalli  18  per  cent  and  Park  8 
per  cent. 
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The  assessed  \ahiatioii  of  all  hogs  in  the  County  of  Ravalli 
was  raised  100  per  cent. 

The  assessed  valuation  of  Improvements  on  Eeal  Estate 
other  than  city  and  town  lots  and  mining  claims  in  Beaverhead 
Coiini y  was  raised  10  per  cent. 

August  13.  The  assessed  valuation  of  all  cattle  was  raised  as 
follo^\'fc^.:  Yellowstone  12  per  cent;  Valley  6  per  cent  and  Lewis 
and  Clarke  7  i>er  cent. 

In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  section  3738  Politi- 
cal Code,  the  Board  began  the  work  of  apportionment  of  rail- 
road assessments. 

The  Oregon  Short  Line  &  Utah  Northern  Railway  was  ap- 
portioned to  Beaverhead  County. 

The  Great  Northern  Railway;  the  Great  Falls  &  Canada 
Railway;  the  Montana  Central  Railway;  the  Sand  Coulee 
Branch  and  the  Neihart  Branch  of  the  Montana  Central  Rail- 
w^av  to  Cascade  Countv. 

The  Great  Northern  Railway  and  the  Pacific  Extension  of 
the  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  &  Manitoba  Railway  to  Choteau  Co. 

The  Northern  Pacific  Railroad  and  the  Big  Horn  Southern 
Railway  to  Custer  County. 

The  Rocky  Fork  &  Cooke  City  Railroad  to  Carbon  County. 

The  Northern  Pacific  Railroad  to  Dawson  County. 

August  14.  The  Board  apportioned  the  Northern  Pacific 
Railroad;  the  Montana  Union  Railw^ay,  the  Anaconda  Branch 
of  the  Montana  Union  Railway;  and  the  Butte,  Anaconda  & 
Pacific  Railwav  to  Deer  Lodge  Countv. 

The  Pacific  Extension  of  the  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  8z  Mani- 
toba Railwav  to  Flathead  Countv. 

The  Northern  Pacific  Railroad,  the  Logan  &  Butte  Branch 
of  the  Northern  Pacific  «&  Montana,  Railroad  and  the  Sapping- 
ton  &  Norris  Branch  of  the  Northern  Pacific  &  Montana  Rail- 
road to  Gallatin  Countv. 

The  Northern  Pacific  Railroad;  theDrummond  &  Philips- 
burg  Branch  of  the  Northern  Pacific  &  Montana  Railroad  to 
Granite  County. 

The  Northern  Pacific  Railroad,  the  Helena  &  Jefferson 
County  Railroad;  the  Logan   &   Butte   Branch;  the  Helena, 
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Boulder  Valley  &  Butte  Branch  and  the  Boulder  &  Elkhorn 
Branch  of  the  Northern  Pacific  &  Montana  Railroad  and  the 
Montana  Central  Bailwav  to  Jefferson  Countv. 

August  15.  In  Cascade  County  the  assessed  valuation  of 
property  was  raised  as  folloATs:  Beal  Estate  other  than  city 
and  town  lots  and  mining  claims  9  per  cent;  improvements  on 
Real  Estate  other  than  city  and  town  lots  and  mining  claims 
raised  3  per  cent;  City  and  Town  Lots  was  raised  1  per  cent 
and  the  valuation  of  all  cattle  was  raised  9  per  cent. 

In  Jefferson  County  the  assessed  valuation  of  all  cattle  was 
raised  26  per  cent. 

In  Custer  County  the  assessed  valuation  of  all  personal  prop- 
erty other  than  money,  solvent  credits  secured  and  unsecured, 
horses,  cattle  and  sheep  was  raised  10  per  cent. 

In  Teton  County  the  assessed  valuation  of  all  cattle  was 
raised  11  per  cent. 

In  Fergus  County  the  assessed  valuation  of  all  cattle  was 
raised  11  per  cent. 

On  same  date  the  Board  apportioned  the  Northern  Pacific 
Railroad;  the  Helena  &  Jefferson  County  Railroad;  the  Helena 
«!<:  Red  Mountain  Railroad;  the  Helena  &  Northern  Branch  of 
the  Northern  Pacific  &  Montana  Railroad;  the  Montana  Cen- 
tral Railway;  the  Red  Mountain  Branch,  the  Fair  Ground 
Branch  and  the  Marysville  Branch  of  the  Montana  Central 
Railway  to  Lewis  and  Clarke  County. 

The  Sappington  &  Norris  Branch,  the  Harrison  and  Pony 
Branch  of  the  Northern  Pacific  &  Montana  Railroad  and  the 
( )regon  Short  Line  &  Utah  Northern  Railway  to  Madison  Co. 

The  Northern  Pacific  Railroad,  the  Neihart  and  Barker 
Branches  of  the  Montana  Central  Railway  to  Meagher  County. 

The  Northern  Pacific  Itailroad  and  the  Missoula  &  Bitter 
Root  Valley  Branch  and  the  DeSmet  Branch  of  the  Northern 
Pacific  &  Montana  Railroad  to  Missoula  Count3^ 

August  16.  In  Dawson  County  the  assessed  valuation  of 
Real  Estate  other  than  city  and  town  lots  and  mining  claims 
was  raised  8  per  cent. 

In  Silver  Bow  County,  the  returns  showed  an  increase  in  the 
assessed  valuation  over  1894  of  nearlv  four  and  one  half  mil- 
lions  of  dollars  and  same  was  not  altered  by  the  Board. 
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111  Flathead  roiinty  the  assessed  valuation  of  Keal  Estate 
other  than  citv  and  town  lots  and  mining  claims  was  raised  10 
per  cent.  Improvements  on  real  estate  other  than  city  and 
town  lots  and  mining  claims  was  raised  10  per  cent.  City  and 
town  lots  was  raised  10  per  cent  and  improvements  on  city  and 
town  lots  was  raised  10  per  cent. 

In  Lewis  and  Clarke  County,  the  assessed  valuation  of  im- 
provements on  real  estate  other  than  city  and  town  lots  and 
mining  claims  was  raised  15  per  cent.  The  assessed  valuation 
of  improvements  on  city  and  town  lots  was  raised  10  per  cent. 
All  personal  property,  other  than  money,  solvent  credits  se- 
cured and  unsecured,  horses,  cattle  and  sheep  was  raised  10 
per  cent. 

The  Board  apportioned  the  Northern  Pacitic  Railroad,  the 
Hock}'  Mountain  Railroad  of  Montana  and  the  Cokedale  Spur 
of  the  Northern  Pacific  Railroad  to  Park  County. 

The  Logan  &  Butte  Branch  of  the  Northern  Pacific  &  Mon 
tana  Railroad,  the  Montana  Central  Railway,  the  Oregon  Short 
Line  &  the  LTtah  Northern  Railway,  the  Montana  Union  Rail- 
way, the  Butte  Uill  Branch  of  the  Montana  Union  Railway 
and  the  Butte,  Anaconda  &  Pacific  Railwav  to  Silver  Bow  Co. 

The  Northern  Pacific  Railroad  to  Sweet  Grass  County. 

August  17.  In  Gallatin  County,  the  assessed  valuation  of 
all  cattle  was  raised  26  per  cent.  City  and  town  lots  5  per  cent. 
All  personal  property  other  than  money,  solvent  credits  se- 
cured and  unsecured,  horses,  cattle  and  sheep  was  raised  4  per 
cent. 

In  Sweet  Grass  County,  assessed  valuation  of  all  cattle  was 
raised  3  per  cent. 

In  Madison  County  the  assessed  valuation  of  all  cattle  was 
raised  12  per  cent.  All  personal  property  other  than  money, 
solvent  credits  secured  and  unsecured,  horses,  cattle  and  sheep 
was  raised  10  per  cent. 

The  Board  apportioned  the  Great  Falls  and  Canada  Railway, 
the  Pacific  Extension  of  the  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  and  Mani- 
toba Railway  to  Teton  County. 

The  Great  Northern  Railway  to  Valley  County. 

The  Northern  Pacific   Railroad,   the   Rocky  Fork  &  Cooke 
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City  Eailroad  and  the  Big  Horn  Southern  Railroad  to  Yellow- 
stone County. 

August  19.  In  Meagher  County  the  assessed  valuation  of 
all  cattle  was  raised  3  1-2  per  cent.  City  and  town  lots  was 
raised  2  j)er  cent.  Imi)rovements  on  city  and  town  lots  2  per 
cent.  All  personal  property  other  than  money,  solvent  credits 
secured  and  unsecured,  horses,  cattle  and  sheep  was  raised  2 
per  cent. 

In  Granite  County  assessed  valuation  of  all  cattle  was  raised 
28  per  cent. 

In  Carbon  County  the  assessed  valuation  of  all  cattle  was 
raised  11  per  cent. 

In  Deer  Lodge  County  the  assessed  valuation  of  all  cattle 
was  raised  29  i)er  cent.  Real  Estate  other  than  city  and  town 
lots  and  mining  claims  was  raised  15  per  cent.  City  and  town 
lots  was  raised  15  per  cent.  All  personal  property  other  than 
money,  solvent  credits  secured  and  unsecured,  horses,  cattle 
and  sheep  was  raised  10  per  cent. 
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The  following  ia  a  summary  of  the  increases  made  by  tlie  State  Board  on 
each  class  of  property  in  the  several  counties. 
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Tables  No.  i  and  2  are  made  up  from  reports  made  by  the 
County  Clerk  and  Re(;order  of  each  County  (excepting  Granite) 
and  show  the  footings  of  the  columns  of  the  Tax  Book  in  the 
several  counties  as  same  appeared  after  final  equalization  and 
correction  by  County  and  State  Boards. 

The  County  Clerk  and  Recorder  of  Granite  County  refused 
to  furnish  footings  of  Tax  Book;  hence  we  cannot  vouch  for  the 
accuracy  of  the  figures  set  opposite  said  (bounty.  Same  were 
compiled  from  reports  received  during  August. 

We  have  compiled  no  tables  from  returns  made  by  the 
Countv  Assessors  for  1895,  as  said  returns  were  so  inaccurate 
as  to  be  misleading  and  of  no  value.  We  have,  however,  taken 
steps  to  procure  more  accurate  and  reliable  reports  for  the  com- 
ing year  and  hope  to  be  able  to  submit  to  you  in  our  Report  for 
1896  a  complete  and  accurate  statement  of  the  property  as  it 
was  assessed  by  the  Assessor,  as  it  was  corrected  and  equalized 
by  the  County  Board  of  Equalization  and  as  it  stands  after  final 
equalization  by  the  State  Board. 

The  total  assessed  valuation  of  the  State  on  which  taxes  will 
be  levied  and  collected,  as  shown  by  Table  No.  3  is  |124,076,- 
585.50.  Of  this  nearly  |2,000,000  is  valuation  of  lands  belong- 
ing to  the  Northern  Pacific  Railroad  Company  (now  in  the 
liands  of  Receivers)  upon  which  taxes  cannot  be  collected.  See 
case  of  Barden  vs.  N.  P.  R.  R.  Co.,  said  lands  being  non- 
patented. 

Tables  No.  4,  5,  6,  7  and  8  show  the  assessed  value  of  all  rail- 
roads; their  mileage,  counties  operated  in,  etc.,  and  are  com- 
piled from  data  in  this  office.  Table  No.  9  shows  the  rate  of 
taxation  on  the  different  funds.  Table  No.  10  shows  the  ap- 
propriation made  for  the  expenses  of  this  Board  and  how  ex- 
pended. Table  No.  11  shows  the  taxes  paid  and  delinquent 
[roni  Railroad  Companies  for  the  year  1894.
